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Another lawsuit for Wainfleet

The township is facing 
another lawsuit in its ongo¬ 
ing opposition of wind turbine 
projects planned for the com¬ 
munity. 

This time, Wainfleet Wind 
Energy Inc. is hoping to nullify 
the township's Dec. 10 decision 
to pay the $40,000 legal bill for 
Skydive Burnaby, the local busi¬ 
ness leading the fight against a 
nearby wind turbine project 
Wainfleet Wmd Energy, rep¬ 
resented by Toronto-based 
legal firm Aird and Berlis LLP, 
launched the lawsuit Dec. 31. 

Besides being one of the 
developers working to build 
the wind turbine project, wind 


turbine developer Tom Rankin 
said he’s also a Wainfleet prop¬ 
erty owner who is concerned 
about how his tax payments are 
being used. 

“We just think it’s wrong to 
start subsidizing a small sector 
of the economy,” he said. 

“I'd like to think I’m repre¬ 
senting taxpayers that are pretty 
upset about that whole shenan¬ 
igan of giving someone $40,000 
to fight an appeal. That’s my 
take on it. I'm a taxpayer out 
there myself. I own property 
there, and some of our employ¬ 
ees own property there and I’ve 
talked to a number of other peo¬ 
ple and they're pretty upset

Despite some “bumps 
along the road” recently, 
Mayor April Jeffs is ready for 
another four years. 

She filed her nomination 
papers at township hall, Fri¬ 
day, in the hope of being ree¬ 
lected as Wainfleet’s mayor 
in the Oct. 27 municipal elec¬ 
tion — despite recent criti¬ 
cism over a council decision 
to spend $40,000 to help pay 


the legal bill for a local busi¬ 
ness and residents opposing 
nearby wind turbine develop- 

“This has been a tough 
one, but I knew I wouldn’t get 
through a whole term without 
having some sort of bumps in 
the road,” she said. 

For the most part, she said 
she's really enjoyed her time 
in office. 

While the issues regarding 
the wind turbines has “defi¬ 
nitely been weighing on me 


and consuming my thoughts 
about what’s going to be the 
end result and where we’re 
going to end up with this,” 
she said the work her council 
has accomplished has been 
rewarding. 

“I have enjoyed the last 
three years and met so many 
people in the community and 
beyond,” she said. 

Jeffs discussed a few high¬ 
lights, such as efforts to resolve 
problems with contaminated 
well water near the township’s 


lakeshore, her work with the 
Niagara Peninsula Conserva¬ 
tion Authority board, and the 
Niagara Region. 

"I’ve formed relationships 
with staff both at the region 
and conservation author¬ 
ity, and I just really enjoyed 
working with all the different 
community groups too,” she 
said. “I definitely want to try 
it again, if the residents wifi 
have me. We’ll see."

Wainfleet Mayor April Jeffs 
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Watchdog probes arrest

The Special Investiga¬ 
tions Unit was called in 
after a Wainfleet man was 
taken to hospital after 
being arrested by Niagara 
Regional Police. 

SIU communications co¬ 
ordinator Monica Hudon 
said a team of four investiga¬ 


tors and a forensic examiner 
are looking into an incident 
involving Bryan Clark, 45, 
who was arrested at about 
4 a.m. Dec. 27 following a 
police chase and 45-minute 
search by the NRP’s canine 
unit in a wooded area in 
east Port Colborne. 

Clark was subsequently 
charged with possession 


of break-and-enter instru¬ 
ments, possession of stolen 
property over $5,000, and 
assault with intent to resist 

Although Clark was exam¬ 
ined at the Welland hospital 
following his arrest, Hudon 
said he went into “medical 
distress” while in custody at 
the Niagara Detention Cen¬ 


tre and was taken to the St. 
Catharines hospital. 

"He was diagnosed with a 
head injury and was trans¬ 
ferred to Hamilton General 
Hospital,” she said. 

Hudon said she couldn’t 
comment on the extent of 

stances that led to those 
injuries. 


“I wouldn't be able to 
comment on the actual 
interaction at this point, 
that’s what our investigation 
is about,” she said. 

“The SIU is mandated 
to investigate any incident 
involving police where 
there has been serious 
injury, death or an alle¬ 
gation of sexual assault. 


In this case, there was an 
interaction between police 
and the man, and the SIU 
is trying to determine what 
happened during that 
interaction, and if there 
are grounds to lay criminal 
charges, to do so.”

Training tied to missing woman search

Investigation into the dis¬ 
appearance of a 56-year-old 
Welland woman missing since 


early December shifted to the 
icy water of the Welland Canal 

Niagara Regional Police 
combined its winter under¬ 
water search and recovery 


and marine units training 
with a search for Cathy Pietz, 
not seen since Dec. 6.

wouldn’t say what led police 
to the southernmost point 
of West St. except that “we’re 
always committed to ensure 
we follow up on everything.” 

Family has been kept 
apprised of developments 
in the police investigation as 
they arise and were notified of 
Thursday’s dive, NRP Const. 
Derek Watson said. 

Pietz was 
last seen 
at her fam¬ 
ily home in 
Welland at 
about 10:30 
p.m. on 
Dec. 6 and 
prior to her 
disappear- 

had been 
speaking to 
a friend in Hamilton. 

Police are not treating the 
disappearance as suspicious. 

Pietz is described as 5-foot- 
5, 240 pounds with long, 
straight blond hair, blue eyes 
and a three-inch vertical 
scar below the outside cor¬ 


ner of her right eye. She was 
last seen wearing black slacks 
with a white stripe and a blue 
sweater. 

She was believed to be driv¬ 
ing a red four-door 2001 Pon¬ 
tiac GT1 with Ontario licence 
plate AWYV176. 

Sgt. Bill Wiley, who heads 
the marine unit, said a hole 
was cut in the canal ice 
Wednesday evening on the 
assumption divers would be 
entering the water just past 
9:30 a.m. Thursday. 

However, an icebreaker orig¬ 
inally scheduled to bring a ship 
into port for wintering Wednes¬ 
day night was delayed and the 
dive exercise as a result, too, 
was delayed by safety concerns 
with shifting ice. 

Ice at the scene was about 
10 centimetres thick Thurs-

Religious accommodation run amok 

S o we’re back once again talking about "reasonable accommodation” in the 
news media. And shock of shocks, we’re aren’t talking about Quebec and its 
government’s rather fascist-lite assault on religion in the public square. 

In this case, newspapers and TV newsrooms have been alight the past week 
with chatter about a York University student who asked to be excluded on 
religious grounds from classwork that required meeting in a group with female 
students. Evidently, his chosen deity gets all squirrelly if men and women sit at 
the same table. 

The professor wisely told our as-yet-unnamed student this was not possible, 
refusing to be party to any kind of sexism. This gave the student two real-world 
choices — either do the classwork or get a failing grade. 

Instead, said student protested and the weak-kneed university bureaucrats 
countermanded the professor’s decision. The news media went politely bananas. 
There is, admittedly, a difficult line to walk here. 

We properly regard freedom of religion and expression as sacrosanct. Without 
them, democracy itself ceases to be. But what cannot be forgotten is these criti¬ 
cal rights are not without limitations. My right to free speech, byway of a for 
instance, doesn’t protect me if I shout “fire!” in a crowded theatre. 

Similarly, there are limits to freedom of religion. It’s why we require women 
who cover then: faces for religious reasons to remove their veils when questioned 
by a police officer or when voting. 

On the other hand, we do make reasonable accommodation in certain cases 
— allowing minor modification to the RCMP uniform for Sikhs, for example. It 
does no harm, does not undermine democratic values and in fact reflects the 
essential multicultural nature of Canadian society. 

But broadly speaking, there are aspects of some religions, particularly of the 
fundamentalist variety, that are simply incompatible with the basic principles of 
a free society. One of those principles is the equality of the sexes. 

While it might be common in the Middle East to effectively segregate men 
from women, force women to wear particular clothing and deny them the same 
rights as men, we don’t really go in for that sort of thing here. 

The York student, reportedly a follower of some fundamentalist sect of Islam 
or Judaism — religions which, in their more extreme permutations, are replete 
with misogynistic ideas — is effectively saying “Because I believe my particular 
god doesn’t want me to get girl cooties, I should receive special treatment." 

Well son, it doesn't work that way. Religious accommodation has its limits. In 
his home or religious temple, they may freely ensure men and women don’t sit 
at the same table. But at a publicly funded institution Eke a Canadian university? 
That isn’t going to fly. 

It is to the university’s lasting shame that it bowed — albeit with the best of 
intentions, I presume — to this student’s ridiculous request 
They don’t seem to understand that by granting it, they have opened the door 
to any misogynist to ask to study only with men because his god tells him so. 

They don’t seem to understand that by granting this student’s request, they 
have institutionalized a kind of tepid sexism. 

And what happens when a student says he cannot sit with a black student, or a 
student of a different religion? Are we to bow to that request too? 

Imagine if this was tried in the Canadian workplace. I would dearly love to see 
this guy try tell my boss, who happens to be a woman, that he should not have to 
work with women because his holy book says so. Such an attitude would make a 
person basically unemployable. And righdy so. 

We defend religious rights in this country. We do vigorously. But in doing so, 
we do not give up principles basic to a democracy just to sooth the Bronze Age 
sensibilities of some believers. 

Some beliefs are just best left to the dust bin of history.
